The fall festival

The committee decided to incor­ 
porate, and article* of incorporation 
will be filed this week with the sec­ 
retary of state, with the papers be­ 
ing made out as the Rush County 
Free Fair and Agricultural 
asso­ 
ciation. There will 
be no 
capital 
stock. 
The committee decided definitely 
upon the dates, which 
have 
been 
selected for Tuesday 
October 
5, 
commencing at night, and closing on 
Saturday night, October 9. 
The executive 
committee, 
con­ 
sisting of the chairmen of the var­ 
ious committees, discussed 
several 
plans for the fair. Permission 
to 
use portion of the streets was ob­ 
tained from the city council. 
The 
committee decided 
upon 
renting 
space for booths, concessions 
and 
the like at prices ranging from $1 
to $3 a front foot, depending upon j 
the location. 
The committee will use the money 
obtained from these concessions to 
defray expenses of the fair. It is 
estimated that $3,000 
will he 
the 
cost of the fair, as prizes will 
be 
offered, music obtained, and other 
expenses incidental to the operation 
of the affair. 
The free fair, coming 
at a time 
when county fairs are over, will at­ 
tract many concessions and shows, 
it. is believed. The committees 
also 
arc at work on free attrae* 
‘xs, de­ 
corations, and 
lighting 
arrange­ 
ments. 
A map will be 
sketched 
of the 
business district by the committee, 
and space rented to those who ap­ 
ply. Tlie best

staUe Highway Board in designating 
a national system of roads covering 
the I piled States and touching ev­ 
ery state capital is a reminder that 
an even more amb itious project 
is 
b eing considered. The Pan-American 
Koad Congress, which is to 
meet 
;u Buenos Aires Octob er o at the 
invitation of the Argentine govern­ 
ment, has for one of its ob jects tli*K 
construction of 
a 
Pan-American 
highway which will unite the coun­ 
tries that compose the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Union. The United States ami a 
score 
of other American repub lics 
will have representatives 
at 
the 
meeting. 


These plans for highway systems 
connecting points 
thousands 
ol 
miles distant direct attention to tiie 
long journeys that are now taken in 
automob iles. It has b ecome a com­ 
monplace matter for motorist's 
to 
cross the United States. The 
net­ 
work of roads mapped out at 
the 
Washington lmv'.ing provides eight 
transcontinental routes 
from 
the 
Atlantic coast to the Pacific 
and 
nine from tiie Gulf of Mexico 
to 
C anada. Even in the Old 
World, 
wh re porgress in road b uilding 
is 
tar b ehind that in America, long a u­ 
tomob ile journeys are b eing taken, 
¡one of the current magazines, 
for 
example, describ ing a 
motor 
trip 
irotn West-.Til Europe to India. 
The Washington committee 
did 
well in arranging to mark the inter­ 
state routes designated with 
uni­ 
form signs. Some private associa­ 
tions of highway 
promoters 
have 
] done this in the caw? of such inter­ 
state roads as the Lincoln Highway 
and the Susq uehanna Trail, and it 
has served a good purpose, guiding 
motorists through towns and 
past 
intersections and making it unnec­ 
essary to stop and 
inquire 
direc­ 
tions. 
The plans prepared at Washing­ 
ton will not b e carried into effect, 
of course, for some time, it is

or tax ; that the g reat land mass 
of the world sep arated along what 
is now the Atlantic coast, the sal 
drifting (*ver the p lastic sima. 
¡But it is known that the crust be­ 
neath the ocean is rig id, 
by the 
falct that 
earthquakes 
.occur 
in 
ocean areas. 
An 
earthquake 
is 
caused by breaking of 
materials, 
and p lastic materials do not break. 
I urther on, \\ eg ener accounts for 
the formation 
of 
mountains 
on 
edg es of drifting continents. He a s ­ 
sumes that the resistance 
of the 
p lastic material or sima to the on- 
moving continental material or sal 
buckles up the front of the moving 
material. This, however, ap p ears to 
be rather p oor mechanics for if the 
sima were weak enoug h to allow the 
sal to drift throug h it, it is certain­ 
ly not strong enoug h to p ush up the 
edg es of the moving sal and form a 
mountain rang e. 
in any event, thoug h there 


many weaknesses in the 
AVeg ener 
hy p othesis, it has so many strong 
advocates that 
the 
determination 
Ijas been made to test it. 


This is another instance 
which 
shows that scientific men 
are not 
willing to accep t a hy p othesis 
or 
theory without testing it thoroug hly .

Wegener, Geiiman geophysicist, that 
the world once was a single huge 
]and' mass, that it broke up and

huge crust of rock over a tarry or 
plastic bed. His theory, if it can be 
proved, will account for the distri- 
bution of land 
animals over the 


earth.

. Wegener formed this hypothesis, 
after making a close study of the 
Atlantic shore line of North and

accurately jnto the indentations of 
the opposite coast, and vice versa. 


It has been known for years that 


there is a force, due to the earth's 
rotation, that tends to pull any land 
mass, such as a continent or island, 
toward 
the 
equator. 
The mass 


would drift that- way if it were free 
*to move, if ^he continents -were en- 
tirely separated from each 
other 


and if they -rested on a plastic ma- 
terial like tar or wax. 


Wegener thought, of this also and 


went further. He figured the con- 
tinents did move, that they were 
actually at one time one large mass, 
on .which animals could travel free- 
ly, and that-they later broke up and 
drifted .apart.

Wegener had to assume , that the 
continents are composed of material

or .tax; that the great -land mass 
of the world separated along what 
is now the Atlantic coast, the sal 
drifting o,ver the plastic sima.

fatet that earthquakes .occur 
ocean, areas. 
An 
earthquake 
is 


caused by breaking of 
^materials, 


and plastic materials do not break.. 


• Further on, Wegener' accounts for 


the formation of 
mountains 
on 


edges of drifting continents; He- as- 
sumes; that the resistance 
of the 


plastic material or sima to the on- 
moving continental material or sal 
buckles up the front of the moving 
.material. This, however, appears to 
fee rather poor mechanics for if the 
sima were weak enough to allow the 
sal to drift through it, it is certain- 
ly not strong enough to push up the 
edges of the moving sal and form a 
mountain range..

Dr. Jones brought out the 
"eternal' -trianjde'1 among the ele- 
ments. He introduced sodium into 
water, and one element was driven 
out. thereby wrecking a 
"happy 


home." This he called a typical 
case of chemical robbery. 


"Atoms are very fond of forming 


unions," he said. "'Every chemical 
reaction is a surprise party, how- 
ever, unless you know what the re- f 
action is." 


<Hei pointed out that deadly ehlo- ' 


rine gas combined with a deadly 
metal produces common table salt. 


Dr. Jones referred to ' American 


dependency upon. Qennany at 
the 


opening of World- War for chem- 
icals. 


"We have the best government, 


the greatest big business and the 
greatest productive science in the 
world," he commented. "Why is it 
we can't get them together? Why is 
it we. have government trying 
to 


throttle business and business al- 
ways 'fighting 
government, 
while 


science goes sttambling along." 


He declared that by development 


of coal tar dye Germany 
changed 


from an agricultural nation to the 
greatest industrial nation in 
fie 


world in forty years. 


Dr. Jones recited''many incidents 


showing how remarkable 
scientific 


discoveries had .been made by acei- 
lent—hc)w Edward Atchison 
dis- 


covered calcium carbide could be 
produced from limestone, salt and 
sawdust and how sarbarundnm, a 
hard abrasive substance, could be 
quickly chanced to the best 
lubri- 


cant—synthetic graphite. He 
told 


how the finest porcelain was being 
made at Golden, Colo., out of Den- 
ver mud and straw juice, all 
be- 


cause of an accidental 
discovery. 


He also explained the discovery of 
gun cotton, how Rayon silk is made 
of sawdust, and the fact that ivory 


never "any Bauer an elephant 
the sawdust pile." He also re- 


lated how Dnco. Lux and 'many oth- 
er widely advertised products are 
made from simple elements. 


"Just as in the southland they 


win be raising cotton for the seed" 
he declared, "so here in Indiana 
von will be raising corn for 
the
